All mode« 
of transportation brouuht their quotas,and 
from the stejuner piers and the railroads 
came long lines of people. 


Sunday opening was frowned upon.how- 
ever, in the north end of the park, where 
the American state buildings are grouped. 
A few state commissioners were left no al- 
ternative but to close the doors of the 
buildings, as tho legislatures had so or- 
dered, but the KI'eat majority QC state 
boards acted on their own authority in re- 
fu^ng admission to visitors. 


The influence of the Anglican church 
was seen by the visitors who desired to 
enter the buildings erected by 
Great 
Britain and her majesty's colonies. All 
were closed tight.

Big £ni;iiiei Destroyed by Fire. 


SCRANTON, May 30.—Fire broke out In 
the engine room of th^ blooming mill of 
the Laclcawanna Iron and Steel companys' 
north mills and soon enveloped the bloom- 
ing mill and a largo part of the boiler 
house. The engine room with its power- 
ful engines of 1,000,2,000 and 2,200 horse 
power respectively, and the blooming de- 
partment were destroyed and more than 
200 feet long of the boiler building was in 
ruins. The loss Is about $80,000. The loss 
is covered by insurance. About 200' men 
are thrown out of work. 


Three of Their rhilrlren Perished« 


CANONSBUUQ, May 80.—Early in tke 
morning the dwelling of Samuel %iles, 
who resides in Chartiera township, was dis- 
covered to be on fire by twooilwell drillers 
who were passing. The men rushed to the 
bouse just in time to rescue Mr. and Mrs. 
Skiles and three of their six children. Three 
of the smaller children could not be res- 
cued, and they perished in the flames. Mr. 
and Mrs. Skiles were badly burned about 
the face and hands. The fire originated 
from an overheated gas stove. 


An Accidental Hooilolde. 


YOKE, May 31.—J"OHN H. Foose, a young 
man, last night iii si?ylarklng with a com- 
rade jabbed at him with a pocket knife, 
when tbe co»*ipauion ran away and Foose 
struck instead with tho knife Clayton 
Eisenharte, a 13-year-old boy, who was 
standing near, Infiicting injuries from 
which he died a few hours afterward. 
Foose gave himself up to the authorities 
and is in jail awaiting the verdict of the 
coroner's UKxuest. 


Bojr Burglars Confess* 


LAKCASTEU, May 29.—Walter McClarin, 
Christain Broome and Georice Cole, who 
were captured while committing a burg- 
lary in Columbia a few days ago, have 
confessed that they, with William Davis, 
who so far has eluded the officials, had 
committed between thirty and forty burg- 
laries since January last, all of which were 
ascribed to professionals. Tho boys range 
in age from 9 to 13 years.

PENNSYLVANIA LEG I S U T U R E . 


What the liawmnkerg at the State Cap- 
itol Aro Doing* 


HAHRIRRURG, May 25.—Among the bills 
passed finally in the senate yesterday were; 
The Hliss quarantine bill; providing for the 
appointment by the governor of trustees 
of a homo for the training iu speech of 
deaf children before its completion; re- 
heallng the act laying a tax on dogs in 
Tredyffrln township, Chester county; pro- 
viding for au additio^ial law judge for tho 
the Twenty-seventh judicial district, com- 
posed of Washington county. Tho governor 
has approved the Penrose bill abolishing 
the public buildings commission of Phila- 
delphia. In the house the bill authoriz- 
ing borough councils to appoint policemen 
in place of the constables now serving in 
all such municipalities 
passed flnall5\ 
The governor 
has signed the follow- 
ing house bills; To prohibit the employ- 
ment of any minor under the age of 14 
years in or nbout elevators; to pmpower 
cities and boroughs to establish police pen- 
sion funds; providing mileage for pysi- 
dential electors and increasing to 1100 tueir 
allowance for coutiugeut expenses. 


HARRlsiirna, May 
In the senate yes- 
terday the Hitter bill exempting from tax- 
ation so much of the capital stock of cor- 
porations, limited partnerships and Joint 
stock associations as invested in and ac- 
tually and exclusively employed In car- 
rying on manufacturing within this state 
was passed. Under the operations of this 
bill it is estimated that the state's revenue 
will bo diminished at least $1,000,000. A 
number of appropriation bills passed fin- 
ally. 
Chairman 
Talbot, of 
tho elec- 
tions committee, 
called up 
the Lan- 
caster county contested election case. The 
report which fluds that Franklin, the llo- 
publlean, was elected by two majority, 
and consequently unseats Democrat For- 
ress, was adopted by 111 to 57. 


HARRISDURG, May 27.—The senate yester- 
day passed the Walton bill Increasing to 
$4,000 the salaries of the superintendents 
of public instruction, deputy attorney gen- 
eral, auditor general and secretary of in- 
ternal affairs. The governor has approved 
bills: Extending the limitation of action 
to a right to mine iron ore where the same 
has not been exercised for a period of 
twenty-one years; enabling boroughs nob 
divided into warils for school purposes to 
establish, maintain and operate a public 
high school; authorizing the appointment 
by the state board of agriculture of a 
dairy and food commission. 
The gov- 
ernor has vetoed the compulsory educar 
tion bill. 
In his message the governor 
•ays that he is not satisfied that such a 
system would be in accordance with the 
more enlightened sentiment of the com- 
monwealth, and that the bill is defective. 
In the house the senate bill appropiiatiiig 
$1,000,000 to aid the various townships in 
the improvement 
and maintenance of 
roads was reported favorably. The gov- 
ernor has approved the bill repealing the 
local option law for Mt. Pleasant, West- 
moreland county. At the evening session 
Ibe bill providing that ownership of stock 
in an incorporated company distilling or 
brewing liquors shall not prevent a person 
frem obtaining a retail license, which was 
defeated some time ago and afterward re- 
considered, was called up and again de- 
feated. 


HARRISBURG, May 30.—In tho senate yes- 
terday a number of house bills passed sec- 
ond reading. At tho evening session the 
governor nociiied tho senate that he has 
approved tho bill providing for tho com- 
pilation of tiie corporation laws from 1874: 
to 11)93, together with all laws relating to 
railroads, beginning with tho act of 1849. 
He returned without his approval the 
Markiey resolution providing for an in- 
vestigation of tho peual eleemoaenary in- 
stitutions of the state. In the house the 
reconstructed Baker ballot bill passed sec- 
ond reading. Tho bill making an appro 
priation for the support of the indigent in- 
sane, which had been recalled from the 
governor, was amended so as to provide 
that one-half of the expense attending the 
care of the indigent shall be borne by the 
state and one-lialf by the county. 
This 
change was made at the suggestion of 
Governor Pattison. 
The following senate 
bills were defeated; Authorizing chattel 
mortgages; to provide for the regulation 
of mutual insurance companies and tho 
collection of assessments due from the 
members thereof; providing for tho elec- 
tion of towiiHhip ollicers and prescribing 
their duties; to render incompatible the 
ollices of justice of tho peace and council- 
men in boroughs. At the evening session 
Mr. Clarencj', of Philadelpliia, made a 
valiant effort to induce the house to paas 
the firemen's pension bill over the gover- 
Hor'e veto, but he was unsuccessfuL Tho 
governor notified the house that he has 
signed the JCearns anti-Pinkerton bill. 


HAKRISBURQ, May 81.—Among the bills 
passed finally in tlie senate yesterday were: 
Prohibiting the peddling, selling or hawk- 
ing of merchandise without a license; 
amending the bill providing for tho organ- 
itatlon, dibcipline and regulation of the 
national guard. A largo number of ap- 
propriation bills passed finally, including 
$2.500 for tbe purchase of Price's Index to 
laogislation, wliich pasiied over the gov- 
ernor's veto. The committee appointed to 
investigate the condition of tho work at

' 'The coming 
international chess 
piatch reminds me 
of a discovery 
which, it is said, has been made in con-

staying at the Victoria.

The milk, as soon as it is taken from 
the^cows, is carried to the dairy. Cold 
air, taken from outdoors so as to be 
perfectly ¡mre, is forced into the bot- 
tom of the cans holding the milk by a 
Hill's aerator. 
This air rises through 
the milk and carries out every particle 
of animal odor in it. 
The pumping is 
continued from one to three minutes or 
until the air that comes from the milk 
is absolutely odorless. 
The milk ns it 
comes from the cow has a temperature 
of about ninety-eight degrees, 
The 
aerating reduces it about ten degrees. 
It is then run through a De Laval 
separator and the cream taken ofi*. The 
separator is Bim])ly a large steel bowl 
set in a suitable frame. 
This bowl re- 
volves S5U0 times in a minute, the out- 
side traveling about two and a half 
miles a minute. 
The milk runs to the 
center of the bowl and the centrifugal 
force throws it to the outside, 
Ihe 
sitim millc, being the heavier, is thrown 
clear to the outside and the lighter 
cream has to go nearer the middle. 
In 
this way one is separated from the 
other and the cream can be taken from 
12U0 pounds of milk in an hour. The 
cream is taken from the separator and 
immediately run over a Star cooler 
which reduces the temperature from 
eighty-six to thirty-eight degrees. 
It 
is churned at thirty-eight degrees in 
summer and forty-two degrees in win- 
ter in a Diamond churn. 
This consists

cal contrivance or analytical instru 
ments, but the new process resulting 
in the immodiato production of butter 
from the warm milk instead of from 
the cold cream, as formerly. 
This is 
another of Mr. Cottrell's improve- 
ments, and one in which he takes gi'cat 
pride. 
He explained the discovery of 
it at length. 
'^Ripened cream butter 
was made," said he, '*from the time 
the dairy was started. 
The cream was 
kept from thirty-six to forty-eierht 
hours at a high temperature until a 
certain degree of acidity was developed 
when it was cooled to sixty degrees and 
churned. 
This is the ordinary way of 
making butter. 
Early in 18U2 a trial 
was made with a machino to produce 
butter directly from the new milk. 
The butter made in this way had a 
very different flavor from that made 
by the old method. 
Samples were 
sent to each of our customerB with the 
request that they try it side by side 
M-ith that made by the old process and 
report. 
With a single cxcei^ion every 
customer wanted butter by the now 
method. 
We went to work making 
butter with the machine, but it did 
not take all the butter out of the milk. 
The loss was about 7 per cent., and wo 
had to devise some way to make the 
quality of butter demanded by ouv 
customers and at the same time save 
all the butter. 
We ran the millc 
through the separator, cooled 
the 
cream immediately to GO deprees and 
churned it. 
The buttermilk from this 
churning was analvzed and showed 
about 3 per nent. butter—as much as is 
found in ordinary city milk. We tried 
again, cooling the cream to 50 degrees, 
and the buttermilk showed consider- 
ably less loss in butter. 
We were on 
the right track. 
We kept reducing 
the 
temperature, 
every 
reduction 
showing a corresponding reduction in 
amount of butter lost in the butter- 
milk until a temperature of 38 degrees 
was reached, when the • buttermilk 
showed onlv a faint trace of butter, 
usually less than 1-20 of 1 per cent. 
Throughout the summer we churned at 
36 to 40 degi'ees. 
After the cattle 
were put in the stable and given dry 
feed we found it necessary to raise the 
churning temperature 2 to 4 degrees. 


"Most of our customers use the 
sweet-cream butter. 
For them the 
cream is taken directlv from the cooler 
and churned. 
By this process the but- 
ter in the milk that comes from the 
cows in the morning is ready for the 
table at noon, and we have had butter 
on table in the evening in Xew York— 
ninety miles away—made from mill; 
given by our cows on the same dav. 
For such of our customers as prefer 
butter made by the old process we take 
the cream from the cooler and handle 
it in the usual way. 
Some of our l:)ut- 
ter is sold unsalted, some has half au 
ounce of salt to one pound of butter, 
and some one and a quarter ounces of 
salt to one pound of butter. 
We make 
just what our oustomers demand." 


This manufacture of butter from 
sweet cream has caused a good deal of 
controversial writing in the 
dairy 
papers, as might be expected, and the 
Ellerslie people have been called upon 
to defend and explain their methods. 
They are ready to do so at all times. 
The main trouble, Mr, Eobison eaye, 
that people have in churning cream 
swpet is that they put the cream into 
the churn, like they would do wth ripe 
cream, and do not jjay any more atten- 
tion to it; second, one needs to have a 
thermometer for a guide. 


Dangerous Bottle Cleaning. 


It is surprising, says Doctor F. Saw- 
yer, how many people joerbist in clean- 
ing bottles with shot alter the frequent 
cautious that have been given. 
Noth- 
ing cleans bottles so easily as a handful 
of shot, M'hxch can be shaken into every 
corner until the glass fairly shines with 
cleanliness; but the danger of lead poi- 
soning is great, oven when the bottle 
is rinsed out with clean •water, and it is 
doubly dangerous when there is no 
rinsing out at all, as is usually the case. 
Clean sand is a convenient and thorough 
bottle cleanser, especially as the parti- 
cles of sand which adhere must be af- 
terward washed out to complete the 
process. 
When time is not an object, 
a bottle can be well cleansed by the aid 
of potato parings, but as they must be 
corked in and left to ferment, the plan 
is not expeditious enough for general 
use.—New York Dispatch.

Life tables have been compiled from 
the mortality returns of various periods 
of time showing that at bil'th the ex- 
pectation of lixo covers more years in 
the case of the female than iu that of 
tho male.

But a tabulation has just 
been made that will interest others 
than scientists, statisticians and life in- 
surance agents, and which, though the 
data ara not very extensive, goes to 
confirm the results reached in the so- 
called standard life ta'oles.

average
